Judge Srracvr, in the United. States District 
Court of, Boston,in the ease of the capture of 
the rebel rami Atlanta, and the distribution of

adjudges one-half the fet procéede of, the 
prize ($350,829 26) to the captors, and ~de- 
cides these to be the monitor Weehawken,- 
which” was the vessel that caused the surren- 
der, the monitor Nahant, which was present 
during the conflict, without actually taking 
part,.and the gunboat Cimmeroneé, which lay 
‘off at signal distance. 

The yoain and difficult point ‘to decide was 
whether the entire value-ef the prize should 
g® to, the captors, or half to them and half to 
tie’ Government, This involved the exam- 
fnetion of the comparative strength of the 
combatants, since the act prescribes that if 
tie ‘prize was. equal or superior to “the 
vessel or vessels making the capture,” it 
goes wholly -tp the captors; if of inferior 
force, it isa.divided between the officers and 
mon. making the capture. In regard to this 
point, Judge Srracue arrived promptly at the 
conclusion that the force of the two monitors: 
combined was superior to that of the Ai/anta, 
and this considering the means the vessels 
possessed rather than the use made of them, 
The following are the principal pointe in the 
comp&rison of relative strength :
